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If so, you might consider taking a cor- 
respondence course. This means that you 
can study a subject through course material 
you receive in the mail and can return com- 
pleted assignments in the same way. 


Perhaps you believe correspondence 
courses cover mainly academic subjects. 
They do this, of course, but as well eight pro- 
vincial governments offer technical and voca- 
tional courses by mail as part of their total 
education programs. 


If you are interested in a correspondence 
course, you should write to the agency listed 
in this brochure that serves your province, 
specifying the type of training you want and 
enquiring about what costs are involved. The 
price of courses ranges from $15 to $100, with 
the majority being in the lower cost category. 
If the Course you want is not available from 
your province, you should then write to one 
of the other provincial agencies listed. 


Generally, an adult can enrol in any num- 
ber of courses, but all enrolments are subject 
to the regulations of the province giving the 
course. 


Prospective students are cautioned that 
correspondence courses can only provide a 
part of the preparation required to enter an 
occupation; practical instruction and experi- 
ence are generally required as well. Corres- 
pondence courses are therefore often more 
useful to workers wishing to upgrade their 
skills in their present occupations than to 
those hoping to change careers. 

All courses prepared in Quebec are in 


the French language; all other courses are 
in English.
